Consider well before you enter upon any 
enterprise, but do not timidly magnify obsta- 
cles to success. Take your slate and pen- 
cil, and make liberal estimates of the cost of 
your productions, or the expense of your en’ 
terprise, and then look abroad on the world 
and see if there is a demand for what you pro- 
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pose to furnish, and if any one is so situated 

as to be able to supply that demand more 

cheaply. ‘These considerations satisfactori- 

ly determined, there is nothing wanting but 

energy and will to succeed. Energy is not 

only good in itself, but the effect is capital as 

an advertisement; for when the world sees 

that you have determined to go ahead, it 

will join in and help you along. Don’t be 

discouraged by an unfavdrable turn, nor 

made crazy by a streak of good luck at the 

beginning. 4s many men fall by a favora- 

ble turn or two in the wheel of Fortune early 

in life, as there do from the discourage- 

ment of dull business, and the failare at the 

outset fully to realize hoped-for results.— 

There are few mien who get the world on a 

string ftom the start, and those who imagine, 
on the first setting out, that they have noth-- 
ing to do but spend, soon find the world has 
caught them. A business that is really prof- 
itable, and lastingly so, is of slow growth, 
and grows only with assiduous attention— 
Most of our wealthiest men, who have be- 
come so by industry and perseverance, sunk 
money when they started their projects, and, 
if they had then despaired, would probably 
have toiled on, poor through life. 


When Dr. Swain first brought his popular 
medicine before the public, it was ander 
most discouraging circumstances, and the 
most active efforts, in his then strained pecu- 
niary condition, were necessary to keep his 
business in operation. He persevered, how- 
ever, and died counting his wealth by hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. 


When Moses Y. Beach took hold of the 
New York Sun, he combatted many and se- 
rious obstacles, but be did nof yield, and sub- 
sequently withdrew from public life, worth, 
probably, half a million. 


When a now popular paper was first start. 
ed in this city, so disheartening was the bu- 
siness, and so unpropitious the prospect, that 
an abandonment of the enterprise was seri- 
ously contemplated. Better counsels pre- 
vailed, and renewed energy carried it into 
favor, and it is now a source of large profit. 


The immense pile of granite within which 
the world-renowned Dr. Jayne now carries 
on business, may be traced to those simple 
words, “energy,” and “ stick to what you 
undertake.” The Doctor, after graduating 
in this city, some twenty-five or thirty years 
ago, settled on a farm, the patrimony of his 
father, four or five miles below the town of 
Salem, New Jersey, and commenced the 
practice of his profession, and when he had 
practiced it nearly all away, determined up- 
on the manufacture of medicine as a busi- 
ness, and from small beginnings, with ener- 
gy and attention, he has gone steadily on, 
and is now one of the wealthiest of oar citi- 
zens, 


When the old United States Gazette was 
taken hold of by its late and last proprietor, 
it beld out little hope of any pecuniary re- 
turn, but he persevered, and, besides realizing 
from its business a handsome fortune, final- 
ly sold it for $45,000. He stuck to his bu- 
siness. 


There are many other cases that we 
might enamerate, were it necessary, all prov- 
ing the great importance of uniting stability, 
and fixedness of purpose, with energy and at- 
tention. We meet men daily; who have 
grown rich by engaging in some landable 
pursuit and sticking to it, in spite of anfavor- 
able beginnings. A vascillating person ; one 
who is ever changing his mind and his busi- 
ness; is good for nothing. He rarely rises 
above the position in which he starts; and is 
ever a slave to his more enterprising neigh- 
bors, and not unfrequently a grumbler at their 
success. 


. All that is necessary is to begin right— 
see that your enterprise has merit in it, and 
that there is verge for its extension. Ener- 
gy and sticking to it will do all the rest.— 
Never mind if the outlay at the begthning 
does largely overbalance the income, . Don’t 
despair on that account. The smaller the 
income the larger make the outgo, and the 
sooner will there be a turn in thé-current of 
affairs. We never knew of a business that 
was advertised to a loss the first year or two, 
that did not succeed with great profit to 
those engaged in it. This is an important 
feature, and may be considered the main- 
spring of energy.——Dollar Newspaper,

A Most Frightful Suicide. 
We have already informed our read¢rs that 
as the passenger train from Boston for Spring- 
field was proceeding rapidly round a curve near 
the East Brookfield statior, on Tuesday after- 
noon, & woman was seen walking upon the track. 
who. as the alarm whistle was sounded su.ldenly 
laid herself down and in a moment was literally 
torn in pieces by the train. We said she was 
an Irish woman, and was supposed to have com- 
mitted this suicidal act in the bewilderment of 
sudden fright. In this we were mistaken, f r 
coming over the road at a late hour of the night, 
we were unable to learn the true particulars. 
This sad event was a cuse of deliberate sui- 
cide. The name of the victim was Laura Lud. 
an American girl, aged 22 years. Her home 
was in. West Brookfield, but she had been em- 
ployed in this city for three or four years as a 
milliner, with the exception of a brief period 
during which she had worked in the bonnet 
manufactory of Mr. James Snow, ot West Brovuk- 
field. She was a young woman of pleasing ad- 
dress, and, so far as we can learn, she sustained 
an irreproachable character. 
In régard to her melancholy fate, there are 
rumors based upon her own recent admissions, 
and upon known facts, which leave no rooin to 
doubt that she was the victim of a cruel and 
heartless desertion. But ot that we are not at 
liberty to say more this morning. An investi- 
gation, which we understand was in contem- 
plation yesterday, may put us in possession of 
other facts which we can disclose in regard to 
the sad history of this case. * Laboring, as it is 
supposed, under a sensRiveness of disappvint- 
ment and wrong inflicted upon her, she hud visit- 
ed this city on the morning of the fatal day, but 
only to find her last hope crushed. 
eturning to the East Brookfield station, she 
left the cars, and enquiring at what time the 
next train would pass up toward Springfield, 
(which would be in a short time,) she started 
on foot towards West Brookfield, and disap- 
peared beyond an adjacent curve. Very soon 
the train came up as before stated, and when 
the whistle was sounded, she snatched her 
purse and takinga ring from her finger gave 
them to a little girl who was walking by her 
side, telling her to hasten up a bank out of the 
way of the cars. This done, she immediately 
laid down upon the track, and almost in an in- 
stant was a inangled and shapeless fourm! Thus 
witha frenzied brain, and tortured beyond the 
bounds of consciousness, the unfortunate girl 
had sought refuge in this frightful suicide.-—

The Democratic Nominee. 


Forthe purposes of immediate use and gene- 
ral reference, we place before the public the fol- 
lowing condensed sketch of the life and services 
of the distinguished citizen whom the Demo- 
cratic National Convention have selected as their 
candidate for the Presidency. 

Franklin Pierve is a native of the State of New 
Hampshire. He was born at Hillsborough in the 

ear 1804; received his classical education at 

owdoin College and subsequently studied the 
profession of the law with Judge Gould, at Litch- 
field in Connecticut. Returning to his early 
home as soon as he had finished his legal course, 
he wasat once admitted tothe bar, and speedily 
acquired a lucrative practice. In the following 
year he was elected to the legislature, of which 
body, after serving as a member with great 
efficiency for one or twosessions he was chosen 
Speaker, which important post he filled with 
marked ability. Having, by his adinirable ca- 
pacity and sterling political integrity, acquired 
the entire confidence of the democracy, he was, 
in the year 1833, elected a member of the 
House ct Representatives of the United States, 
and, after four years service in that body. chosen 
Senator by the Legislature of New Hampshire. 
As a Senator he served five years, and resign- 
ing his position before the expiration of his term. 
retired again to private life. During his whole 
congressional career he was distinguished by 


+ his readiness in debate, his close attention to 


business, his firm and constant support of demo- 
cratic measures and principles, and his uniform 
political consistency. , 

Upon his retirement from the Senate he re- 
sumed his practice at the bar, which, with one 
brief interval, he has ever since continued, and 
of which, in his native State, he is admittedly 
theleader. The offises of Governor of the State 
of New Hampshire and Senator of the United 
States, successively tendered to him. he declined; 
and when President Polk, who highly apprecia- 
ted his worth, offered him the post of Attorney 
General of the United States and a seat in his 
cabinet, be also declined to assume that elevated 
position, complimentary os the overture was, 
ey strongly as it appealed to his professional 

ride. 
‘ Upon the commencement of the Mexican war, 
however, his patriotism prompted him to be 
among the first to offer his serviccs to the coun- 
try. He volunteered as a private soldier ; 
but President Pulk, confident in his ardour to 
serve, sent him unsolicited, first the commission 
of a colonel, and then that of a Brigadier Gene- 
ral in the army of the United States. In this 
new and untried position his intelligence and 
gallantry won for him the high cemmendations 
of the Commander-in-Chief, and his manly and 
soldier-like. but generous and urbane deport- 
ment, the respect and aff-ction of his suburdi- 
nates, and the wuoie rank and file of the army. 

On his return from Mexico he «gain declined 
repeatedly proffered pulitical honors, and upon 
the occasion of his unanimous nomination by 
the Democratic State Convention as their first 
choice fur President of the United States, he ex- 
pressed very decidedly his wish that his name 
might not be suggested for that office, The 
General Convention of the democracy of the 
Union have, however, seen fit to reverse that 
decision, and we doubt not that the party 
throughout the country will uananimousiy rati- 
fy their choice.

Gen!. Pierce’s Battles. 


We stated in one of our editorials that Genl. 
Pierce had been prevented by injury received 
by the falling of his horse, from participating 
in any of Genl. Scott’s brilliant battles. In 
this we wrote entirely from memory, and made 
a great mistake. The Washington Republic 
says on this point:— So. Siandard. 


“ We have before us the official list of offi- 
cers who marched with the army under the 
command of Major General Winfie!d Scott, 
from Puebla upon the city of Mexico, the 7th, 
8th, 9th, and 10th of August, 1847, and who 
were engaged in the batiles of Mexico. From 
this list we learn that Genl. Franklin Pierce 
was in the battles of Contreras, Churubusco, 
Molino del Rey, near Chapultepec, near Belen, 
and at Garita de Belen.” 

Other exchanges sustain the Republic, and 
give the following particulars : 

When he reached Contreras. he met General 
Scott, and under him engaged in a battle there. 
There was a deep ravine between the United 
States troops and the Mexicans. The enemy 
was drawn up at the other side in battle array, 
and with his batteries placed. Tho order was 
given to charge and outflank them. In charg- 
ing down, the round shot of the enemy was 
flying over their heads and plowing up the 
ground. Genl. Pierce. cutting at them with his 
sword, would say, * There. boys, is a game of 
ball for you.” In this charge his horse fell and 
rolled upon him. Le was severely injured and 
the horse was disabled. He mounted another 
horse, and joined the fight. He suffered great 
pain all night, and could not sleep. The sur- 
geon ordered him hot to go into the field next 
day. That night they had lain in arms, and 
the rain was terrible, and the surgeon advised 
him to go back to San Augustine. where there 
was @ depot ; but he would not. He determined 
to go on to Churubuseo. 

At a charge in this battle, both his brigade 
and that of Gent. Shields were erdered tu get 
in the rear. He was again thrown from his 
horse with such violence that he fainted on the 
field. Afterwards, when the troops, coming 
up, wanted to raise him, he told them to charge 
on and he would take care of himself, though 
the Mexican Lancers were then charging on 
the spot, and towards a cornfield. He ccom- 
manded his troops to charge them in advance. 

After this, battle an armistice was proposed, 
and Genl. Pierce was appointed one of the com- 
missioners. 

At the battle of Molino del Rey he rode over 
the field with bullets flying about him, and was 
called off by Genl. Worth, who told him he was 
rash. He wasat the battle of Chapultepec, and 
when the victory declared for the stars and 
stripes, the South-Carolinians and the Ninth 
regiment, which bad fought together at Churu- 
busco and Con‘reas, met, their blood had mingled 
in one common stream, and the Palmetto regi- 
ment showed its valor by the number of_its men 
that Ixy dend on the field. Genk. Pierce ad- 
dressed them, and said here the extreme North and 
South had met together as common sons cf the glori- 
ous Union—met to maintain its rights and up- 
hold its honor. ‘These batiles had cemented 
the Union of North and South, and he hoped 
they would be forever united. Nine cheers were 
then given for the Palmetto Regiment, which were 
loudly responded to, and the same compliment was 
returned by the Carolinians to the Yaukees. 


After this battle he resigned his commission 
and came home. ‘The state of his health con- 
tinued very bad all the time he was in Mexico. 
He was on the best terms with General Ncott, 
and the latter-in. his dispatches spoke of him as

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 6. 


The Baltimore Convention has been brought 
to a harmonious close. Considering the mul- 
titude of delegates, alternates, and outsiders 
that were present, and active and zealous 
in behalf of different candidates, the Cunven- 
tion was conducted in an orderly and becoming 
manner. 

The friends of the respective candidates ad- 
bered to them with great fidelity and pertinaci- 
ty—so much so that it became manifestly im- 
posible to bring them to act in concert. It be- 
came evident, on Saturday morning, that neither 
Cass, nor Buchanan, nor Marcy, nor Duuglas, 
nor any prominent candidate that had been 
tried, could be nominated. 

Ex-Senator Dickinson, of New York, wasa 
member of the New York delegation, and was 
repeatedly offered the support of different dele- 
gations. This he uniformly and decidedly de- 
clined, and insisted that the nomination was 
due to Gen. Cass, 

Yesterday morning the Virginia delegation 
cast their vote for Dickinson. Mr. Dickinson 
rose nod declined the honor. and made a forci- 
ble appeal to the Virginia delegation and to the 
Convention, in fuvor of General Cass. - This ap- 
peal was not responded to, and it was necessary 
to terminate the struggle by taking up a new 
man. 

Franklin Pierce, ‘of New-Hampshire, was 
brought forward and voted for by the Virginia 
delegation, and the whole body of the Conven- 
tion soou followed. 

The Georgia delegation, after the adjustment 
of their dispute. by uniting the two delegations, 
cast the ten votes of the State uniformly for 
Mr. Buchanan. ll efforts to induce Virginia 
to leave Buchanan for Cass failed. The Lounisi- 
ana delegation adhered to Cass, went fur Doug- 
lass, and then returned to Cass._-The Mary- 
land delegation went for Cass; and, when three 
of them bolted and went for Buchanan, the gal- 
leries, filled with Marylanders, hissed. The 
teeling between the Cass men and the Bachan- 
an men became at length, very bitter. They 
had it in their power, by uniting, at any time to 
choose one or the other, but neither woul 
yield to the other. 

The nomination of Col. Wm. R. King, of Ala- 
bama, for the Vice-Presidency, was easily ef- 
fected. His election will leave him in the same 
place where he is, and therefore, it must be a 
nomination fit to be made, asthe Senate chose 
him unanimously for the place of presiding offi- 
cer of the body. 

Gen. Pierce is not over forty-five, and has not 
been so much known or distinguished in the pub- 
lic service as some of his competitors. He came 
to the Honse. as a member, as soon as he was of 
constitutional age. He was for some years a 
Senator of the United States, and resigned his 
his seat to attend to private affairs. So far 
from his courting office, he has been shy of it, 


Land “ greatness has been thrust upon him.” He 


declined a place in the Cabinet under Mr. Polk's 
administration, and also declined the office of 
Governor of New-Hampshire. He went to Mexi- 
co as Colonel of a Volunteer Regiment, but was, 
while there, appointed Brigadier General by 
Mr. Polk. 

Gen. Pierce's political creed angl course have 
been the same with those of the late Justice 
Woodbury, who was considered as the great 
leader of the old line of the democracy at the 
North. Had Judge Woodbnry lived. he would 
probably have been the nominee. The ticket 
thus presented, will be popular with the Demo- 
cratic party throughout the country. 

Active preparations are now being made for 
the National Whig Convention. It is supposed 
that the friends of Mr Fillmore and Mr. Web- 
ter will have a majority of votes in the Conven- 
lion. It is possible that they may compromise 
by taking Mr. Webster or a new candidate.

From the New York Herald. 
The Democratic Nominations. 


The democratic nominations have taken place 
at last: The Hon. Franklin Pierce, of New 
Hampshire, has heen fixed upon—the best selec- 
tion that could be made, under the circum- 
stance. When such respectable statesmen as 
Cass or Buchanan could not get it, the democra- 
cy ought to be henrtily glad that the dema- 
gogues, Marcy and Douglas. who have caused 
all the difficultv. have been defeated General 
Pierce is a gord man and a young man—a re- 
presentutive of “ Yonng America.” but a dis- 
creet one; a man of modesty and decision of 
character. Fle distinguished himself in the 
Mexican war; and in his political principles he 
is sound to the hackbone—a democrat of the 
old school, free from all the isms of the dey. 
He is about the best man that could be chosen 
torun against Scott, and in all probability, it 
all the sections of the party unite warmly to- 
gether, (which is now highly probable.) will 
bent General Scutt most terribly before the in- 
telligent democracy of this free country. 


The candidate fcr the Vice Presidency is Wm. 
R. King, of Alabama—a very excellent nomina- 
tion, and calculated to strengthen the democra- 
cy.in the South. Mr. King’s character and his- 
tory are well known. He has been long in Con- 
gress, formerly Minister in France, and is now 
President of the United States Senate. 


The nomination for President isa very re- 
markable one, and the obvious result of circum- 
cumstances of a peculiar character. In January 
last, we pointed out the result from these cir- 
cumstances, and almost predicted the actual 
nomination which has now taken place, in the 
following words: 

From the New York Herald, January 15. 

* These are the most important movements 
in reference to the next Presidency that we have 
yet seen throughout the country. They indi- 
cate a very dexterous system of policy--all of 
them similar to that which has been adopted in 
this state * * * * * * ¥ 
We should not be at all surprised to see Gene- 
ral Pierce, of New Hampshire, turn up as a 
very formicable man on whom all the factions 
might be able to unite.” 

The nominations were received yesterday af- 
ternoon in this city, with general exultation by 
all the respectable and most influential members 
of the democracy. They are now eonfident of 
carrying the State of New York. in November, 
against any whig candidate — Scott, Webster, or 
Fillmore. Gen. Pierce has quite enough of mili- 
tary reputation to take off the wiry edge of Gen 
Scott, who has nothing else to trust. Pierce is, 
besides. a good statesman—a sound politician — 
a sensible man—a discreet man-—and never 
agg any “ hasty-plate-of-soup” letters in his 
life. 

In connexion with this prophesy of the Herald 
we may place the following, related by a Wash- 
ingtor. correspondent of the Baltimore Clipper: 

‘‘ A friend who was in Baltimore Iast week, 
informs us that the following anecdote was re- 
lated in that eity by the Hon. Cave Johnson, of 
Tennessee : 

“ When General Pierce retarned from Mexi- 
co. he visited Washington, and had a friendly 
interview with President Polk. On separating, 
Mr. Polk, while holding his hand, on : * The 
people of this country, will one day make you 
the commander-in-chiet of the army and navy 
of the United States.’ We do not place reliance 
in predictions, as they are, for the greater part, 
mere ‘ guesses ;’ but certainly there has, in the 
recent nomination of Gen. Pierce, been one step, 
at least, forward, towards the attainment of the 
exalted honors. If the whigs, however, select 
a man who will run faster, the prophesy will 
miss in the consummation, of course.” 


Gen. Pierce's Surrrise.—It is stated that 
when the telegraphic inteliigence came to Gen 
Pierce at the Tremont House in Boston on Sa- 
turday—where he was with his lady at the 
time of his nomination for the ency, 
gentleman congratulated him, to whom he re- 
plied: “Sir, you could not congratulate a 
nore surprised man.” He was called wpon that 
afternoon by a large number oi citizens, to avoid 
which he left the city at night, and yesterday

Endorsing the Compromise. 


The telegraph has announced that the Dem- 
ocratic Convention endorsed the Compromise, 
and now every one assumes that as a fixed fact, 
nobody taking the trouble to look into the full 
1eport of the proceedings, and thus determine 
the matter for themselves. We, therefore, 
have thought proper to lay before our readers 
the resolutions of the Convention on that sub- 
ject. which are as follows : 

“That Congress has no power, under the 
Constitution, to interfere with or control the do- 
mestic institutions of the several States, and 
that such States are the sole and proper judges 
of every thing appertaining to their own affairs, 
not prohibited by the Constitution ; that all ef- 
forts of the abolitionists or others, made to in- 
duce Congress to interfere with questions of 
slavery, or to take incipient steps in relation 
thereto, are calculated to lead to the most alarm- 
ing and dangerous consequences ; and that all 
such efforts have an inevitable tendency to di- 
winish the happiness of the people, and endan- 
ger the stability and permanency of the Union, 
and ought not to be countenanced by any friend 
of our political institutions. 

Resolved, That the foregoing proposition cov- 
ers and was intended to embrace the whole sub- 
ject of slavery agitation in Congress, and, there- 
fore. the Democratic party of the Union, stand- 
ing upon this national platform, will abide by, 
and adhere to the faithful execution, of the acts 
known as the Compromise measures, settled by 
the last Congress—the act for the recluiming of 
fugitives from service or labor included ; which act 
being designed to carry out an express provision of 
the Constitution, cannot, with fidelity thereto, be re- 
pealed or so changed as to destroy or impair its effi- 
cacy. 

Resolved, That the Democratic party will re- 
sist allattempts at renewing in Congress, or out 
of it. the agitation of the slavery question, un- 
Pa shape or color the attempt may be 
made.” 


These are the resolutions of the Convention. 
nothing more nor less. They contain no equi- 
vocal expressions, and omit nothing necessary 
to their meaning and object. _ If any person can 
find in them any wholesale approval of the Com- 
promise, he is welcome to his dullness. To us 
they seem to condemn most unequivocally the 
whole slave agitation ; and, standing upon that 
platform, the party is pledged to “abide by an 
adhere to the faithful execution of the acts 
known as the Compromise measures.” To un- 
derstand this pledge properly, it is only necessa- 
ry to ask ourselves the question, Which of the 
Compromise acts are yet to be faithfully execut- 
ed? Are they not all already final, and executed, 
except the fugitive slave law? If so, then the 
pledge of the Convention is nothing more nor 
less than one to execute that law faithfully.— 
Its manifest object is to silence the Freesoilers, 
or drive them from the party. And so far from 
its being an endorsement of the Compromise, it 
is only a pledge to maintain and execute that 
portion of it which was favorable to the South, 
and which alone was yet liable to be resisted or 
repealed.— Southern Standard.

Punishment of a Pirate. 


The annexed horrible statement is copied from 
the Singapore Free Press : 

About a fortnight ago, a noted pirate, named 
Panglima Assan, was taken into custody by one 
of the Rajahs resid#it at Rhio. This man had 
been concerned in some recent piratical proceed- 
ings, and when before the Rajah in question, 
threatened to kris him. This would appear to 
have filled up the measure ot his offence, for he 
was immedately seized by the Malays present, 
and strongly bound. So far the proceedings 
were proper enough, but what followed was of 
so cruel and revolting a nature, that we hesi- 
tated much in believing it when first related to 
us. Ithas been repeated to us, however, so cir- 
cumstantinlly, by varions persons, that we are 
forced to think that it is true. 


Panglima Assan, having been firmly bound, 
was literally crucified ; his hands, arms and feet 
being fastened to posts by numerous nails.— 
His teeth were knocked or pulled out, and he 
was otherwise maltreated. He is said to have 
existed in this state for five or six days, and was 
only at last krissed, on a request being made by 
the Dutch authorities that he should be given 
up to them. 


What led to this revolting treatment we have 
not heard, and it appears incredible that the 
Dutch authorities should allow it to be perpe- 
trated if they were cognizant of it. They prob- 
ably did not know any thing about the affair un- 
til it had been accomplished. :

SrncutarR Triat ror Murner.—We learn 
from Mr. Inglis, who was counsel for the prison- 
er, some singular facts connected with a trial 
for murder which came off recently at Chester- 
field Court House. A negro man belonging toa 
Mr. Reid, was indicted for the murder of his 
master, which occured about twelve years ago. 
The principal witnesses were two negro women, 
who were acquainted with the circumstances of 
the death of the master.

To 
this statement they both adhered for the period 
of seven years, when one of them charged that 
this negro man had murdered his master 
striking him on the head with an axe.

SCALDED SHORTS FOR HORSES. 


Shorts, as they are familiarly termed, when 
sealded, make an excellent diet for sick an- 
imal, ‘The usual method of preparation is, 
to turn two or three quarts of shorts in a buck- 
et;'to which add boiling water, so that the 
nixture when stirred, shall be about the con- 
sistence of a soft poultice ; it is then to be cov- 
ered with a cloth, and not given to the horse 
until cold. And ifhe labors under a discharge 
from their nostrils, the mash may be put into 
the manger while hot, with a view of steam- 
ing the nasal passages, and favoring the dis-; 
charge of the morbid accumulation. It is 
our general practice, when treating horses for 
acute diseases, to prescribe an occasional 
méss of the above; and we invariably ob- 
serve some benefit derived. In acute diseas- 
es of the alimentary *canal—inflammation 
of thg’ bowels for example—the practice is 
open to some objection, on account of the ir- 
ritation whieh the article might produce on 
the. muéous surfaces. During the active 
stage of such disease, food of this description 
is inadmissible, and such articles as are mu- 
cilaginous and lubricating are indicated. The 
best we know of are flaxseed, marshmallows 
and slipperly elm. It is customary in Eng. 
Jand, in large stables, to set a boiler, in which 
Hot«water is continually kept for the pur- 
poses of the stable, and more particulary for 
making bran mashes, and at night if any of 
the horses look drumpish, (fatigued,) 4 bran 
mash, and 8 good warm bed of straw, gen- 

rally restorethem. Let aman who has per- 
formed a hard day’s work, arriving at home 
‘Tate at night, his clothes drenched with rain, 
lis feet icy cold, and his frame shaking like

ABOUT MILK. 

From one of our exchanges we get some 
interesting facts on this subject. Cream, it 
says, cannot rise through a great depth of 
milk. If milk is therefore desired to retain 
its cream for a time, it should be put ina 
deep narrow dish ; and if it be desired to free it 
most completely of cream, it should be pour- 
ed into a broad flat dish, not much exceed- 
ing one inch in depth. The evolution of 
cream is facilitated by a rise, and retarded 
by a depression of temperature. At the 
usual temperature of the dairy, 50 deg. 
Fahrenheit, all the cream will probably rise 
in twenty-six hours, but at 76 deg, it will 
probably all rise in less than half that time, 
and when milk is kept near the freezing 
point, the cream will rise very slowly, be- 
cause it becomes partially solidified. In 
wet and cold weather the milk is less rich 
than in dry and warm ; and on that account 
more cheese is obtained in cold than in 
warm, though not in thundery weather. The 
season has its effects—the milk in the spring 
is supposed to be best for calves, in sum 
mer itis best suited for cheese, and in au- 
tumn the butter keeps better than that of 
summer. Cows less frequently milked 
than others give rich milk and consequently 
much better. The morning’s milk is richer 
than the evening’s. The last drawn milk 
of each milking at all times and scasons is 
richer than the first drawn, whichis the poor- 
est. |

ECONOMY OF FOOD. 


Messrs. Editors: The unprecedented scar- 
city of provisions, for man and beast, through- 
out our section of country, renders every 
economical suggestion useful, even though 
it emanate from one of limited experience. 
With this indacement, I ofer a few thoughts 
for tillers of the soil. 

For many years I have pursued the habit 
of soaking corn 24 to 48 hours in water, a 
little salt thrown in, twice a week ; the casks 
used to be refilled with water as fast as ab- 
sorbed. Working horses « ill consume the cob 
entirely, with as much benefit as an equal 
weight of fodder, which, of course, may he 
fed more sparingly. Another consideration, 
important to those located near to whiskey 
dealers; the corn is unmerchantable, conse- 
quently, your servants are less tempted to 
become thieves and drunkards, 

Wheat “in the milk,” (when scarcity de- 
mands it,) may be cut and cured like hay, 
with advantage; should be sprinkled with 
dry salt, (a peck to the ton,) when housed. 
Thus managed, in an emergency, it is a tol- 
erable substitute for corn and fodder.— 
Wheat, when stricken with rust, should be 
thus treated, with the least possible delay, 
and is in no way inferior to oats in the 
sheaf. | . 

Corn from abroad should be purchased 
only after a careful examination—it is so li- 
able to damage from wet, in transportation, 
especially on ship board. Very serious loss- 
es not unfrequently ensue from inattention 
to the soundness of fuod—sometimes in the 
purchase of bacon “good enough for ne- 
groes.” A sound article, 1 need not add, is 
always and everywhere the true

CUTTING WHEAT EARLY. 


Wheat raisers have now almost universal. 
ly adopted the practice of cutting their wheat 
early, whether the grain is for flour or seed. 
There is nothing lost in weighing by this 
practice as the berry fills rapidly and thor- 
oughly after the straw is cut, and is plump 
and heavy. When seed has been suffered to 
become dead ripe, as the phrase is, it will 
perhaps keep better than that which has been 
cut sooner; yet practical men have remark- 
ed, that seed simply ripe, germinates more 
readily, and with greater vigor than the for- 
mer. So far as the mere preservation of vi- 
tality is concerned, thorough maturation of 
tke seed before cutting, is probably of ad- 
vantage, but this perfection of the process 
adds nething to the nutritioasness of the 
crop. Htis the perfect elaboration of car- 
bon in the grain, that ensures the long pres- 
ervation ef the vital principles in grain, and 
where this is tmperfeet, there is a weakness 
and want of energy in germinating economy 
which exerts a harmful and stultifying influ- 
ence upon the progeny; yet grain may be 
cut when a little past the milk, and dried in 
the hull, without any detriment to its produc- 
ing power. Oats cut in the milk, are pref 
erable to those cut when perfectly ripe, and 
the straw is also improved, and of much 
greater value, when so cut, for feed.

TROPES AND TRANSCENDENTA- 
LISM. 


During the recent sitting of the Texas 
Legislature, a series of resolutions were pre- 
sented to that body touching the expediency 
of abolishing the laws now in force for the 
collection of debts. These resolution were 
referred to the Judiciary Committee, with 
instructions to report on the same. Mr. 
Merriman, of Galveston, who seems to be a 
merry man by nature as well as by name, 
who had the honor of being a member of 
that committee made the report and we think 
that in the way of humor, it is rich beyond 
any thing of the kind we have ever read—-a 
perfect placer. As Mr. Merriman is himself 
a brick, we give the following brick as a speci- 
cimen of the legislative and judicial build. 
ing, of which he was the architect : 

“ Difficult as the task has been, your com- 
mittee have endeavored to dive beneath the 
submarine depths, and soar-above the heaven 
kissing heights, ofthe vast problem contain- 
ed in the resolution. They have endeavored 
to extract the intumescent efflorescence of 
tne resolution, and by Artesian thought, to 
strike the foun‘tuin of rejuvenescence embow- 
elled in the primary strata on which the da- 
bious syllogism is based. If the language 
of the resolution had been left unencumber- 
ed by the amendment, the good that would 
have resu:ted to the State from a Jaw com- 
prehending its provisions, would have been 
apparent to all. : 

A heavy and onerous debt which has at- 
tached itself to individuals by divers ways 
and means, connected with the fall of cotton 
and rise of putty, would have been wiped 
out by an artistic act of a single session, and 
the elevated heads of depressed and down- 
trodden d:btors would have turned to the 


‘capitol, and blessed the framer of the resolu- 


tion that called fortha law to burst their 
shackles. Alas! for the human good, the 
amendment cuts off this fruitful source of in- 
quiry, aud sends your committee afloat ona 
sea of incertitude, with untried perils looming 
up in the distance, without a chart to distin- 
guish the ehannel from the rocks and quick- 
sands. 

The earlier and perhaps the only law a- 
nalogous to the one asked for by the reso- 
lution, was enacted by Captain Moses, a 
sort of military justice of the peace and law- 
maker for a people called Israelites, who had 
borrowed and otherwise obtained, from a 
people called Egyptians, a large amount of 
jewelry on a credit; and by virtue of this 
law, they never did pay for it, as will be 
seen by several cases tried where this law 


was givenin evidence under the general is- 
a 


sue, and sustained by the court. Your com- 
mittee found this law and the decisions un- 
der it, in the first volume of Moses’ Re- 
ports, printed a few years prior to the re- 
volution of Texas, and to which they refer 
the Senate for further particulars. 

In pressing the inquiry to ascertain the re- 
sults of such a law on the future destiny of 
Texas, your committee have gone chronologi- 
cally back to the time when Adam and Eve 
tormed a co-partnership in the fruit trade, 
and Cane and Abel were only boys.running 
at large in the garden of Eden. The few re- 
maining records of the time show, conclusi- 
vely, thatno Jawthen existed to enforce the 
collection of debts, and the people were 
hugely happy. . Before the battle of San 
Jacinto, there existed a Republic called 
Sparta, where the collection of debts could 
not be enforced by the courts, altho’ money 
was plenty, but difficult to make small 
change except at the blacksmith’s. 

If inthe opinion of the Senate, an evil 
exists in the frequent enforcement of laws, for 
the coilection of debts, then, by adopting the 
Spartan coin and standard of value for the 
pigeon-roost currency now afloat, and ma- 
king it a legal tender, the same result will 
be obtained that would follow the repeal of 
the laws named in the resolution. Such are 
the investigations of your committee, which 
they have instructed me to report back to 
the Senate for their consideration. 


A QUESTION SETTLED. 


Not long since, in an out of the way vil- 
lage in Texas, a debating party was formed. 
The ambitious youths who supported it, saw 
each of their meetings, “big with the fate of 
Rome,” and they accordingly underwent 
their martyrdom with becoming dignity, 
solemnity, and painful search into the myste- 
ries of Johnston’s Dictionary and the School 
Rhetoric. After fighting such opponents as 
“Is Virtue its own Reward? “Was Julius 
Cesar a greater man than Cleopatra,” &c., 
&c., and completely settling them to the 
satisfaction of the young ladies of the vil- 
lage, the faculties of the society were at- 
tached one evening in a very violent man- 
ner by the following question :

I rise for, 
to say, Mr. President, that if I was for to| 
plant a watermillis seed on this here side 
of that ar fenee”’—here the orator began 
laying out a plan on the table with pens, pa- 
per and wafers—“and that watermillis seed 
was for to produce a vine, and that ar vine 
travelled over that ar fence, and crawled 
down on this here side of that ar fence, and 
that ar watermillion vine thar perduced, 
and no whar else, a singular watemilion, and 
you, Mr. President, was that ar feller B., 
and you was for to eat that ar watermillion, 
and I, Mr. President, was that ar feller A.
